inces of Darlac and Quang Due, 
on Sept. 28 the premier ordered 
the 2nd Corps to encircle the 
rebels, call on them to surren- 
der and wipe out these units if 
they refused to submit to the 
armed forces of the republic." 


The .-communique said 
the 


rebellion now is considered over 
and "national sovereignty has 
been actively safeguarded by 
the armed forces." 


Nearly 1,000 marchers from 


several religious sects and polit- 
ical organizations took to the 
streets here today in a demon- 
stration that appeared to be 
more or less in support of the 
government. 


A 200-member student 
"as- 


sault group" stood by for trou- 
ble at students union headquart- 
ers: The members of the group 
have been drilled in street fight- 
ing and judo techniques. 


A number of extremists were 


known to be organizing some of 
the other groups and trouble 
was considered possible. Securi- 
ty forces reportedly had orders 
to use force, if necessary, to 
prevent rioting.

On trial are Alexandre Soko- 


lov, 40, and his wife, 34. To cov- 
er their identities, they used the 
names of two Americans, who 
were unaware that their names 
had been purloined.

in the cost of land buying and 
development, 
the state could 


pay interest on such bonds over 
the next six years and yet 
make an actual saving in total 
disbursement in the 10-year spe- 
cial program which was launch- 
ed four years ago. 


The savings might reach $1,- 


200,000 for the remainder of the 
10-year period, which would be 
the equivalent of purchasing 
power for an additional 13,000 
acres of park or other public 
use land even at relatively high 
prices for the acreage, it was 
said. 


Physical Improvements 


The governor told a meeting 


of the state recreation commit- 
tee, of which he is statutory 
chairman, that such a borrow- 
ing program would also permit

earlier scheduling of physical 
improvements on some of the 
public recreational properties. 


The deferral of the develop- 


ment plans for such projects has 
aroused some criticism. Some 
Republican leaders in the legis- 
lature a year ago complained 
about the relative uselessness of 
some of the hundreds of thou- 
sands of acres of land that has 
been acquired because a devel- 
opment budget has not been ar- 
ranged. 


The members of the recrea- 


tion committee did not take a 
vote on the borrowing plan, but 
their reaction appeared to be fa- 
vorable.

Lester Voigt of the conservation 
department to review the mat- 
ter with a view to making a bor-

$25,500 to $27,500, and $5,334 was 
added for a possible increase in 
the board's share of health in- 
surance premiums'for teachers 
and other school system em- 
ployes. 


The teachers' salary schedule 


is not set until January or Feb- 
ruary, but the board includes an 
amount in the budget for possi- 
ble increases. Board members 
are not bound to this amount as 
a minimum or maximum. 


Last week the Appleton Edu- 


cation Association welfare com- 
mittee proposed a $100 base sal- 
ary increase, hikes in the annual 
increments and an increase in 
the board's share of health in- 
surance premiums. These pro- 
posals, which would go into ef- 
fect in September of 1965, would 
cost $30,603 in the 1965 budget 
and $91,808 on an annual basis. 


Alternate Plan 


Spears Monday submitted an 


alternate salary proposal

$25,570 in 1965 and $76,710 on an 
annual basis.

for all information on the stu-

"Year after year the clerical

Considering the overtones of 


politics and the general sensi- 
tivity at this time about govern- 
ment-written reports on contro- 
versial issues, the FBI did a 
good job, and left it to the pub- 
lic to read between the lines.

discernible pattern of organiza- 
tion of the riots from city to 
city," but that in each case "as 
mob spirit swept through the 
crowd it became increasingly 
unruly, began stoning police and 
civilians and the ominous surge 
of a mass of violent people 
bent 
on 
destruction spread 


through the streets." 


What causes a mob to'give 


vent to its feelings? What has 
been the psychological impact 
of the series of street "demon- 
strations" in America, however 
orderly they were designed to 
be? What has been the influence 
of the barrage of public state- 
ments uttered by Negro and 
white leaders who repeatedly 
predicted violence if the "civil 
rights" bill wasn't passed im- 
mediately and rigidly enforced? 


•Common Characteristic 


"A common characteristic of 


the riots," says the FBI report, 
"was a senseless attack on all 
constituted 
authority 
without 


purpose or object. While in the 
cities racial tensions were a con- 
tributing factor, none of the nine 
occurrences was a 'race riot* in 
the accepted meaning of the 
phrase. They were not riots of 
Negroes against whites or whites 
against Negroes. And they'twere 
not a direct outgrowth of conven- 
tional civil rights protest. Vic- 
tims of the rioting were often 
Negro store owners as well as 
white. Their assaults were aim- 
ed at Negro as well as white 
police struggling to restore or- 
der.

nection with the riots. The FBI 
says: 
• 


"A number of charges have 


been made that various organi- 
zations instigated the riots in 
one city or another. These 
charges have been carefully in- 
vestigated. The evidence indi- 
cates that, aside from the ac- 
tions of minor organizations or 
irresponsible individuals, there 
was no systematic planning or 


organization of any of the city 
riots." 


The report goes on to say that 


"the Communist party U. S. A. 
does not appear to have official- 
ly instigated these riots, though 
its members were observed tak- 
ing part in some." Two exam- 
ples are then cited, and the re- 
port says that "two individuals 
with histories of Communist af- 
filiation were instigators and 
leaders of the riots in at least 
two of the cities in New Jersey." 
It is further stated that "neither 
of them started the riots but 


they capitalized on them and1 a riot area, shouting, falsehoods 


about abuse of the people in the 
tried to continue them." 


But the Communist party 


doesn't "officially" investigate 
anything at its meetings, as 
counteragents may be present. 
Reliance is placed instead on 
the skill of trained agitators 
who know how to exert their 
insidious influence in a commu- 
nity as the opportunity arises. 
The FBI says: 


"One 
agitator with a radical 


background was found 11 sepa- 
rate times haranguing crowds in 


neighborhood and inciting furth- 
er and more violent riot action." 


It doesn't matter -whether the 


individual himself was oficially 
ordered to do this by the party 
leaders. The fact remains that 
incidents like these stirred the 
crowd and encouraged the hood- 
lums to join with the angered 
mob in an orgy of looting and 
violence. 


Basic Facts 


The FBI in its report wisely 
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condemned the intrusion of so- 
called "civilian boards of re- 
view" to pass judgment on po- 
lice action. The report declares 
that "in one city with such an 
outside review board, police ac- 
tion was so ineffective that the 
police were finally ordered to 
withdraw from the riot area 
completely." Police said after- 
wards that many feared a loss 
of their posts or their pensions 


if civilian boards became power-» 
ful.

port is its placing of some of the'blame up-

Service, the local police, and in the case 
of Oswald's murder, newsmen of all media. 
There was a lack of liaison 
among 
the 


agencies responsible for the President's 
safety; some, of it was inherent in the 
confusion of siuthority, some of it perhaps 
through pride of agency, This is particu- 
larly true of the failure of the FBI to noti- 
fy the Secret Service or the Dallas police 
of Oswald's defection to Russia although 
it was of enough concern to the FBI for a 
visit to Mrs. Oswald only weeks before the 
President's trip. There- were also some 
flaws in the Secret Service protection. But 
the Dallas police and the near hysterical 
insistence upon the availability of news 
by some representatives of the press, radio 
and television were clearly to blame for 
Oswald's murder. 


The importance of this part of the re- 


port is in its recommendations for the fu- 
ture. But despite a tightening-up and bet- 
ter communication of the protective agen- 
cies involved, the report concludes that 
there is no absolute way to guarantee the 
safety of a president and a great deal o£ 
the improvement of safety regulations de- 
pends upon the cooperation of the chief 
executive himself. Of course the decision. 
of the president must be determined in 
part by his own assumption of risk .by his 
position and his relationship to the people 
who have elected him. 


The Warren report will :not close the 


book upon a dreadful chapter in pur his- 
tory. A commission has bee'n appointed to 
follow up its recommendations. Americans 
will be discussing the assassination 
and 


writing about it for generations. More e\T- " 
dence may even show up at a later time.

Thrombophlebitis is inflamma- 


tion of the lining of a vein, an 
ailment which can be disabling 
and serious. 


The principal causes are slug- 


gish- circulation, injury to t h e 
vein, and (much less often) com- 
plications from some serious dis- 
ease. I doubt that the arthritis 
would have had much to do with 


per- 


courage circulation; anticoagu- 
lants ("blood thinners" to mini- 
mize clotting); and anti - in- 
flammatory drugs. Phenylbuta- 
zone and certain enzyme pro- 
ducts also are effective. (All of 
these are highly specialized me- 
dications and must be closely 
supervised by your doctor.)
